Philadelphia is second with 810 and 
Montgomery third with 785. 
Each year, under the direction of j weather intervened, 
the bureau of resoration, a rating is 
given to the county prisons and 
workhouses. 
This is based on 500 
points for administration, 300 points 
for buildings and grounds and 200 
points for personnel. 
The Allegheny county workhouse 
had a total of 875 points, the Phila­ 
delphia county prison coming see­ 
ing with 810 points, and the Mont­ 
gomery county prison third with 
785 points.

THREE YEARS AFTER 
N 
EARLY three years ago, August 2 7th, 1928, in the historic 


Salles des Horloges, in the French Foreign office on the 
Quai d ’Orsay, representatives of fifteen nations solemnly affixed 


their signatures to a most momentous document, the Briand- 


Kellogg Multilateral Treaty. 
The United States was the leader in the treaty, with the 


brilliant Frank B. Kellogg drafting most of the document, and 


Aristide Briand of France adding his genius to it. 
Germany 


signed it, so did Great Britain, Italy, Japan, Belgium, and others 


of lesser importance. 
Under the terms of the multilateral 
treaty the “ High Contracting Parties solmenly declare in the 
names of their respective peoples that they condemn recourse 
to war for the solution of international controversies. 
Three years have passed and unfortunately the Briand-Kel- 


tf>gg treaty has been forgotten for the most part in the public 
mind. 
Recriminations between nations, rumors of arament 
races, wars and rumors of wars are still going on in spite of the 
multilateral treaty. 
August 27th should be marked by the world as a date for 
annual celebration. 
The Briand-Keliogg treaty could well be 
brought to light at least once a year and a world reminded of the 
meaning of that gathering on the Quai d’Orsay in 1928. 
If the treaty meant what it said there is little need for huge 
armaments among the nations. Wars cannot be fought with­ 
out armament and the very presence of the machinery of war is 
a constant reminder of its purpose. 
Next February, the first general World Disarmament Con­ 
ference will open with more than fifty nations represented. With 
the auspicious start given world disarmament by the Briand- 
Keliogg treaty, it is to be hoped that the conference in Febru­ 
ary 1932 will accomplish the real purpose which lies back of 
the multilateral treaty. 


AN INDUSTRY REVIVED

ROGRESS can kill thriving industries. 
It ruined the horse 
whip, hatpin, hairpin, corset, petticoat, wagon, piano and 
phonograph industries. Probably the commercial casualties are 
most common, severe and unexpected in the realm of women s 
wear, for tha-style-makers are merciless and feminine fancy wall 
not consider the consequences of a sudden shift to new modes, 
materials and adornments. 
Sometimes progress relents and makes amends, especially 
in the field of fashion. 
Fads and fashions may go out and take 
t huge business with them, but when they come back, as they 
have a w'ay of doing, they return wagging their tails, (of busi­ 
ness) behind them. That is the history of the feather business. 
A few years ago when there was a feather on every wo­ 
man’s hat and more feathers around her neck and in her hand, 
there were a million ostriches in Africa and others in this coun­ 
try yielding their plumes for milady’s hats, scarf and tan. More­ 
over, there were hundreds of feather manufacturers. 
That was 
before the period of simplicity, practicality and masculinity in 
feminine fashions. 
When the feminine'choice suddenly turns to frills, furs, 
feathers and furbelows on hats and gowns copied from old- 
fashioned family photograph albums, feathers come back in 
with flutter and a flurry. 
Ostriches, chickens, turkeys, ducks, 
geese and other birds cannot produce them fast enough and 
manufacturers cannot meet the demand. 
Prosperity has come back to the long ailing feather indus­ 
try just as it left it a decade ago and even as it will leave it again 
when the whims of fashion decree it. 


LAWRENCE COUNTY’S JAIL 
If the figures released today by the Secretary of Welfare John L. 
Hanna are correct, and it is assumed they are, the Lawrence county jail 
needs some attention. The Department of Welfare rates the local jail 
at 490, out of a possible 1000 points, certainly no rating of which to feel 
very proud. 
Under the rating of the state our jail is less than half of what it 
might be. 
The rating is made on administration, sanitation, lighting, 
exercise of prisoners and other elements. Apparently this county is weak 
somewhere and it might be well if the proper authorities of the county 
gave the m atter some thought. 
Jails were never intended to be club houses it is true, but when 
counties much smaller than ours are rated much higher, it seems time 
to look into the matter. 
It might be worth while for the county commissioners to ask the 
Department of Welfare wherein the Lawrence county jail is at fault. 
With this information before it, the board would be in position to have 
the officers responsible for the jail see to it that next year’s rating is 
higher than it is this year. 
Lawrence county deserves better than 37th place in a state of 67 
counties. 


COLLEGE PROSPECTS 
Hard times may cut into university and college enrollment next 
month, as it is fully expected to do, but if the depression had any effect 
at all upon the summer schools this year It was wholly beneficial. Vir­ 
tually all college and university summer schools had a record number of 
students this summer. 
Just as many men and women with money but no jobs returned 
to school last winter there were thousands who took advantage of a job­ 
less summer to continue their education. But fully 70 per cent of sum ­ 
mer school students were teachers. 
The summer-school idea is about 30 years old. but found its great­ 
est impetus in recent teaching regulations in many states which make 
university degrees prerequisite to salary increases, promotions and even 
to continued school ' » ure. 
These rules have sent teachers flocking to 
summer schools for tiuc purpose of raising their qualifications. 
At present the summer school is to many a social as well as an 
educational opportunity and serves to fill a gap left in the academic 
year by the traditional summer recess. 
Some time in the future it may 
lead to a three-semester, 12-month school year.

The tourists will leave State Col­ 
lege September 1, and will visit the 
Barred Rock Poultry Farm of J. W 
Parks at Altoona and the Turkey 
Farm of Frank Harper near In­ 
diana and arrive in Butler for lodg­ 
ing that evening. 
The most interesting part of this 
tour for Lawrence countians will be 
Wednesday, September 
2. leaving 
Butler at 8:00 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing the party will go to the farm of 
Thomas Mack near West Sunbury 
where 7,500 laying birds will 
be 
housed this fall.

MATURE PULLETS LAY LARGER 
SIZED EGGS 
Although egg size primarily is 
a 
br—ding problem, it can be improv­ 
ed to some extent by properly ma­ 
turing the pullets before thev lay 
their first eggs.

Of is evident that 
large eggs are laid by birds of me­ 
dium to large size. 
Once a pullet

Just how large the asparagus crop 
will be next year depends largely 
on the growth of tops this year. 
As long as the stems Vnd branches 
continue to grow, they manufacture 
sugar and protein to be stored in 
the roots. 
Those energy-producing 
substances will be used in making 
shoots next spring. 
The larger the 
tops grow, the greater is the capa­ 
city to manufacture and store these 
energy-forming substances. 
Frequent cultivation 
to control 
weeds and application of 
readily 
available nitrogen, whenever neces­ 
sary-, will give maximum growth of 
tops. The need for applications can 
be determined by the rate of growth 
and the color of the tops. 
Slow 
growth and a light green color in­ 
dicate a need for more nitrogen fer­ 
tilizer. except in an unusually dry 
period. 
One or two applications 
about six weeks apart, usually will 
be sufficient.

Naturally I emphasized in my lec­ 
tures building personality, since only 
a little while ago I finished writing 
two books, “Building Personality in 
the Child at Home” and “Building 
Personality in the Child at School," 
which will appear shortly. 
The faculty members were inter­ 
ested in the subject matter because 
they make very close human con­ 
tacts with their students. I believe 
that the hope of the small college is 
in keeping alive this human touch. 
Unless the small college excels in 
character building and in building 
personality, it hardly has a right to 
exist. If the small college is going 
to lose its “soul” and degenerate into 
a kind of educational factory, it bet­ 
ter be abandoned. Many of us par­ 
ents 
are concerned 
about some 
things to be had at college aside 
from lectures, books and laborator­ 
ies. What do you think about it?

“Finish on through” is the 
cry 
of the teaching professional. 
“Do not pull back,” is the same 
language—and the greatest fault for 
the struggling golfer in 
his 
first 
year. 
This fault causes all 
sorts 
of 
curved balls from the tee and results 
in constant topping with the irons. 
The mashie is the most useful club 
In the bag and the most disastrous 
for the first years if not handled in 
the proper manner. 
The mashie should or can be used 
from 150 yards down to 10 yards, 
and the best of players use it within 
those distances to avoid a different 
feel by swinging down to a mashie- 
niblic or a niblic. 
The difference is in the punch at 
the bottom of the ball. 
The mashie should 
always 
be 
played down into the ball. Hit down 
and let the face take care of the loft. 
In placing the mashie, even 
to 
150 yards or more, never let 
the 
hands get above the shoulders on 
the backswing. 
The club is out of control if taken 
back higher. 
The face of the club will turn 
around on the ball and pull it to the 
left side. 
To punch harder than a smooth 
swing may “shank” the shot by h it­ 
ting close to shaft of the club. 
Never try to stretch the distance 
with the mashie and you will keep 
the club under control. 
If 
distance is 160 yards, use a 
iron. Do not try to make a 
out of a No. 5.

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Nature Made 
Fruit, Berry 
To Be Eaten 


Natural Poods Are Essential 
Part Of Healthful Diet 


Bv LOGAN CLINDKMNG. M. D. 
FTUits. like vegetables, are re- 
garded as natural foods. Nature cer­ 
tainly intended them to be eaten: 
the only way fruit trees and berry 
plants can spread over the earth in 
a state of nature is by having the 
seeds carried inside the bodies of 
animals and deposited in the de- 
iecta at a place distant from the 
oarent plant. To do this Nature has 
to makp the fruit surroundine the 
indigestible seeds luscious and at­ 
tractive. 
These considerations have caused 
fruits to be praised to the skies for 
their health giving qualities lo n g 
before oranges as preventatives of 
high blood pressure were heard of 
there was the hackneyed saying, “An 
apple a day keeps the doctor away.“ 
Fruit and berries are certainly es­ 
sential parts of any modern dietry. 
But it should be said also that they 
are not complete foods. 
Fruits are naturally magnificently 
clean. Their skins or rinds keep bac­ 
teria germs out. For this reason 
they are easy to preserve—I mean in 
storgae—in a natural state. 
Secondly, 
like 
vegetables, 
they 
star in bulk. 
They are not economical foods in 
the sense th at it takes a great deal 
to supply a day s energy. And the 
very fact th at they are bulky pre­ 
vents them from being compact, con­ 
centrated foods like eggs. If you had 
to carry a week’s ration on your 
back on a walking tour, you would 
pick milk chocolate bars rather than 
apples. 
Nor are they balanced. They have 
almost no protein, and few of them 
(avocado pears, raisins and dates 
are the exceptions) have even men- 
tionable quantities of fat. 
Most of the fruits have good 
qauntities rf the necessary minerals 
—calcium, especially, and also iron, 
sulphur and phosphorus. 
Unbalanced and 
incomplete 
as 
they are. they have certain qualities 
in which they are strong. Their 
carbo-hydrate is in the form of 
very simple sugars—fruit sugar, or 
fructose, mostly, and maltose, 


glucose. These substances are high- 
powered energize*’»—high-test gaso­ 
line. 
Again they are the chief source 
of vitamin C, which is the preventa­ 
tive of scurvy. As this disease af­ 
fects infants and adults alike, it is 
a requirement of the diet of all ages. 
For this reason nursing mothers 
should eat fruit so that their milk 
will contain this necessary sub­ 
stance. The citrus f r u it s —oranges, 
lemons and 
limes—are especially 
rich in vitamin C. It is destroyed 
by cooking, but in modern methods 
of canning and preserving it is not 
destroyed. 
Applied 
to 
disease 
conditions, 
fruits are generally irrigating to deli­ 
cate digestions, especially to pat­ 
ients with ulcer of the stomach 
(though orange juice is often agree­ 
able t For constipation they are the 
best of remedies. They form alkaline 
ash in the body and tend to counter­ 
act acidosis, and hence have been 
heralded as preventatives of high 
blood pressure and the degenerative 
diseases of the middle age.
